LONDON (UPI). — Bomb explo- 
sions at two London railway termi- 
nals gravely wounded a Chinese 
tourist yesterday and sent terror- 
stricken commisters fleeing in the 
Dloodiest of Britain's current wave 
of bombings. 

Pollce -blamed Irish extremists 
and said at least 11 other . persons 
‘were injured, including a baby in 
8, perambulator and the Chinese vic- 
tim's wife, whose leg was blown off. 

The first bomb exploded in 2 
trash bin outside a women's lava- 
tory, near a crowded train platform 
at King’s Cross Station, 

The second bomb exploded in a 
snack bar at Euston Station, just a 
few blocks from King’s Cross, 
wounding six people. 

Minutes before the explosion, Eus- 


ton’s public address system boomed: 
“We have a bomb warning. Evacu- 
ate the station immediately.” 

But as people rushed to get ont, 
the snack bar went up in smoke. 

Another bomb exploded in the 
doorway of a shop in the English 
Midlands’ late Sunday, turning the 
store into an inferno and seriously 
demaging surrounding buildings. 
One man was injured. Two minutes 
before the blast, a man with an 
Trish accent telephoned a warning 
to police in nearby Birmingham. 

The new bombings coincided with 
the opening of the trial of 10 sus- 
pected Provisionals charged with 
Planting car bombs, which exploded 
outside London’s Old Bailey court- 
house and Scotland Yard offices on 
March 8.

‘The Housing Ministry finished the 
planning work a fortnight ago, and 
immediately allocated a budget for 
infrastrueture and requested the 
Jewish National Fund to begin land 
preparation, The Jerusalem Post 
learned last night. 

‘The regional centre is designated 
officially in the plans as Avahalom. 
Tt lies six kilometres west of Mo- 
shav Sadot, and 10 km. north of 
the beach at Moshav Dikla, where 
sand dunes reach heights of 16 
metres. Levelling them is proceeding 
at top speed. 

Same 250 to 300 housing units 
have a been planned for the first 
stage, and a three kilometre strip, 
350 metres wide, has been set aside 
along the seafront for future beach 
development. Though the area is 
still not accessible to ordinary pas- 
senger cars, the Public Works De- 
partment has begun to pave eight 
kilometres of road into it. The cor- 
nerstone ceremony for the centre is 
expected to be held in the beginning 
of November.

Soft drinks 
now get free 
straws in Eilat

Mr. Nixon told Congress that 
after the Vietnam war there was 
a temptation for this country to 
enter into a period of withdrawal 
and isolation, as happens after 
every war. “But gurely we have 
learned from past leasons of preci- 
pitate disarmament that this temp- 
tation must be resisted,’” 

The President in effect accused 
opponents of his defence budget of 
torpedoing his efforts to find an 
enduring peace and to negotiate 
mutual arms and troop level cuts 
with the Soviet Union and its War- 
saw Pact allies. 

In a new effort to put Water- 
gate behind him, President Nixon 
told Congress that he is ready to 
compromise “on solutions to our 
national problems." 


WANTS CREATIVITY 

The President also said that there 
“ean be no monopoly of wisdom 
on either end of Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue and there should be no mono- 
poly of power." He gaid that “...if 
we proceed in a spirit of construc- 
tive partnership, our varying pers- 
pectives can be a source of great 
creativity rather than a cause of 
deadlock.” 

The President said there are “cer- 
tain principles of vital national con- 
cern which cannot be compromised 
— the need for budgetary discip- 
line, for a strong national security 
posture, and for the preservation of 
the requisite powers of the execu- 
tive branch." However, he said that 
“within these limits I stand ready 
to find workable compromises...” 


Mr. Nixon said that it is appa- 
rent that many in ongrens “wish 
to play a larger role in governing 
the nation” and “want to increase 
the respect and authority which the 
American people feel for that great 
institution...” The President said: 
“Y welcome a Congressional Tenais- 
sance.” 


On inflation, he said, “The battle 
Toust be our first priority for the 
remainder of this year.” He added 
that “nothing we could do at this 
time would be more effective in 
beating inflation than to... balance 
the federal budget."

WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Nixon's lawyers urged an appeals 
court yesterday to vacate Federal 
Judge John Sirica's Watergate tapes 
ruling. Ultimately, the ruling im- 
Plies “far too high a price to pay 
for atonement of Watergate,” the 
lawyers said.

NAPLES (AP). — Cholera hysteria 
is continuing in Italy. 

Seventeen families have .fled an 
apartment block where the baby 
daughter of a cholera patient died 
and hundreds besieged a house 
near here where two elderly persons 
had been reported sick. It was later 
learned they did not have cholera. 

A man of 72 died from cholera in 
Cagliari, Sardinia, where a dozen 
persons’ are hospitalized with the 
disease. Like most of the cholera 
patients, he, too, 
shellfish. His death brought the 
nationwide death toll to 24 in the 
two-week-old outbreak. Fifteen have 
died in Naples, seven In Bari and 
one in Rome. 

When the rumours spread that a 
man of 68 and his sister of 70 had 
fallen sick in San Giorgio, a crowd 
of over 100 besieged the house and 
shouted 
them to hospital.” They dispersed 
later when the woman who had 
Spread the alarm sald she had been 
mistaken.

Swiss police deny 
Peron gold sale 


GENEVA (AP). — Swiss police 
yesterday denied a London news- 
Paper report that they were inves- 
tigating the attempted sale of 400 
tons of gold belonging to Argentine 
leader Juan Peron.’ Bullion dealers 
in Zurich, the world’s largest free 
gold market, also discounted the re- 
po! 

In Rome, inspector general Vin- 
cenzo de Nardo of the Italian fin- 
ance ministry told a newsman he 
was contacted five months ago to 
help in the alleged sale which he 
Said was planned by a country in 
the “Northern hemisphere.” He 
voiced belief that the gold had al- 
ready heen sold. 

But the chief bullion dealer of a 
large Zurich bank said it was im- 
possible to sell 400 tons of gold in 
a short time without sending the 
Price crashing. The quantity would 
be double the annual sales of Soviet 
goié through Zurich. The Soviet 
Union and South Africa are the 
world's top producers and the lone 
large scale suppliers of the Zurich 
market. 

One dealer said someone may 
have planted rumours to bring gold 
prices down by spreading panic 
among small investors.

Marchais: accused China of being 
against detente and disarmament, 
of intensifying the arms race and 
of supporting the North Atlantic 
Alliance and the Common Market. 

“The development of relations be- 
tween France and China on such a 
basis," he wrote, “would be at vari- 
ance with the interests of France 
and detente. Our desire is that 
these relations, which should not be 
develled against any third country, 
be based on quite a different orien- 
tation, in keeping with the hopes 
of the peoples, the interests of peace 
and disarmament.” 

The Soviet media often use com- 
ment from abroad to support their 
views, and the very fact the con- 
trolled media published Marchais’ 
statement !ndicates that the Soviet 
government agrees with it. The 
French Communist Party usually 
staunchly supports Moscow in its 
feud with China. 


Greeks acquitted 


in absentia 
ATHENS (Reuter). — A Greek 
court martial has acquitted four 
prominent Greeks, including exiled 
publisher Helen Vlachos, of anti- 
national activities abroad, a news- 
paper here reported yesterday. 

The evening newspaper “Vradyni" 
said the Athevs court martial last 
June examined the cases of former 
ministers Constantine Mitsotakis and 
George Mylonas, and publishers 
Helen Viachos and Panos Kokas, all 
living in exile abroad. 

The newspaper said that follow- 
ing the decision, they would be al- 
lowed to return to Greece. Bowever 
in the case of Mrs. Viachos, who 
had been deprived of Greek nation- 
ality, the minister of the interior 
would have to revoke this decree.
